I was disappointed to read Senator Stevens' comments about the position of the 
Palin administration on Congressional earmarks in today's ADN. I thought that we 
had addressed his concerns in our meeting with him a couple of weeks ago. 

Apparently, the State can't do anything right on this. If we respond to the 
consistent messages of the Congressional delegation and the Bush administration to 
reduce earmark requests > we are somehow making it more difficult for the delegation 
to obtain earmarks for Alaska. If we fail to heed these messages, including a State 
or local match, then we are ignoring the realities and making it more difficult for the 
delegation. 

When I drafted the Op-Ed piece you requested, I didn't know about Sean 
Cockerham's impending article. However, I do think that it addresses the points 
raised by the Senator. 

I presume it's still best to seek publication of the Op-Ed, but I wish we could put all 
of this behind us and the delegation. Senator Stevens is right about one thing; this 
constant conflict in the media hurts Alaska. 

Perhaps, this would be a good issue to take up with Senator Murkowski while she's 
in Juneau next week. What we are actually doing on earmarks simply has no 
relation to the public commentary.

Then he went on to describe how difficult it is to work with "those Native people" on the 
Federal Subsistence board and that they really ruined everything by throwing out "the 
Native card" all the time. He thought it was funny that 'they 1 though HE was depriving them 
of their "Native rights", and he and his companion had a good laugh about it. His comments 
were denigrating and clearly contemptous of the folks he works with. It is clear that this 
man has no intention of working cooperatively with anyone, and the fact that he had the 
arrogance to announce it in the Juneau airport has me quite angry. 
I understand both as an Alaskan Native and person familiar with the political process that 
having people in positions of power who agree with your position aren't always possible, but 
I would hope that even if folks disagree that fhey don't publicly denigrate their opponents in 
public places. I keep trying to figure out what is making me more angry- that he was 
pompous and arrogant enough to say those things in a line from Juneau to Anchorage, or 
that this person with *clearly* impaired judgment would be considered for a position that 
would further allow him to treat people disrespectfully.
